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Cornell students riot 





ITHACA, N.Y. — A thousand students rioted at Cornell 
University Friday when police tried to arrest five students for 
selling a compus magazine that had been termed obscene and 


banned. 


The Trojan Horse, a literary 
magazine, contained a fourteen- 
page article, “Selections from ‘a 
Journal of David Murray", which 
included some sexual description. 
When the printer refused to 
print the article, the students 
ran it off themselves and stapled 
it onto 14,000 copies of the mag- 
azine, 

James Herson, the chief camp- 
us policeman, raided the build- 
ings where the magazine was 
being sold and confiscated over 
a hundred copies after deciding 
that the story was obscene. 

District Attorney Richard Tha- 
ler then decided to invade the 
campus and suppress any fur- 
ther. distribution of the story. 


- When he arrived on campus, he 


was met by a mob of students. 
‘Thaler announced that he would 
arrest anyone who tried to sell 
the magazine. Ithaca police 
arrested five students who were

Charles Taylor, Professor of Political Science and 


selling the story but were foreed 
to release them when a mob of a 
thousand attacked the car. 


The students let the air out of 
the tires and snapped off the 
radio acrial. They wrote obscene 
words on the police car and 
threw snowballs in Thalcr's face. 

The Supreme Court has grant- 
ed Thaler an injunction to stop 
the selling of the magazine. 
Thaler is not a particularly po- 
pular figure among the students, 
since three years ago he placed 
spies on campus to try to expose 
an undercover drug-smuggling 
ring. 


The censorship of the article 
has been severely criticized. 
James Moody, former editor of 
the Trojan Horse called it “cen- 
sorship in its most abhorrent 


form". Members of the English 


department have considered the . 


Story “not at all obscene”, The 
New York Civil Liberties Union 


has accused Thaler of “conducting 
a hysterical smut hunt”, 


The University had not asked - 


the police or Thaler to step in 
because there exists at Cornell a 
regular system of channelling 
such difficulties into the hands 
of student and faculty judicial 
committees. The whole matter 
would have gone smoothly, ac- 
cording to students and staff, 
had Thaler not intervened. 





UC regents 
fire Kerr 


After receiving sharp cri- 
ticism from Governor Ro- 
nald Reagan in a recent 
press conference, Clark Kerr 
was removed as President 
of the University of Cali- 
fornia by its Board of Re- 
gents last week. 










Although Reagan was pre- 
sent when the vote was taken, 
it was not announced whether 
he officially favored Kerr's 
dismissal, 













Former Governor Brown 
said Reagan asked for Kerr's 
resignation before he took of. 
fice. The Regents had pre- 
viouly dissuaded Kerr when he 
tried to resign after the di- 
sorders at the Berkeley cam- 
pus in 1964-65, 









Since the beginning of his 
term as President of the Uni- 
versity in 1958, the nine-cam- 
pus institution has’ grown 
from 45,000 to 87,000 students, 

The first hint of a possible 
conflict between Kerr and 
Reagan’ came when the Go- 
vernor announced that he was 
thinking of instituting tuition 
fees for California residents 
at the university. Since its in- 
ception, the University of Ca- 
lifornia has been tuition-free 
for residents of the state. 























This move resulted in a tem- 
porary freeze on student ad- 
mission to: the University, 
which, the Regents ussured 
Californians, would end short- 
ly. Jesse Unruh, Democratic 
Speaker of the state assem- 
bly, predicted that the Legis- 
lature would oppose a tuition 
policy at this.time. 









Quebec parly chairman of the NDP, 


will address an open meeting of the McGill New Democrats today on the problems of confe- 
deration and the possibility of a special status for Quebec.

Taylor’s specch at 1 pm in L- 
26 is in conjunction with this 
year's Model Parliament cam- 
paign, for which the voting will 
take place this Friday. Model 
Parliament will sit Tuesday and 
Wednesday, January 31 and Feb- 
ruary 1, 


Considered the main party 
theorctician on the problems of 
confederation, Taylor has advo- 
tated Associated State status for 
Quebec. Also an economic policy 
theoretician, he has pressed for 
a policy of economic nationalism 


for Canada with Canadian in- - 


dustrial and commercial Ameri- 
can firms in the North American 
market, 


He recently announced his 
candidacy in the next Federal 
clection, which he expects Pear- 
son will call this Fall. Unsuccess- 
ful in the three Federal elections 
he has contested in the Mount 
Royal riding, Taylor will run in 
the Dollard riding in the next 
election. Should he succeed, he 
will he the first NDP M.P. from 
Quebec.

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McCoubrey restates 


position on UGEQ 4 


Students’ Society President Jim McCoubrey last night re- 
affirmed his stand in favor of McGill's entry into UGEQ but 
stressed that he does not agree with all aspects of the Union. 


McCoubrey said, “I have not 
really changed my stand vis a 
vis MeGill’s membership In 
UGEQ since last year” ; however, 
he found it necessary to clarify 
his view in order “not to gain 
any misguided allics.” 


He emphasized that he could 
not accept the opinion of several 
members of the UGEQ Execufive 
concerning Quebec's role in Con- 
federation or the role of the 
English minority in Quebec. 


He did not agree with UGEQ 
President Robert Nelson's view 
that “the English-speaking cul- 
tural group does not merit treat- 
ment different from that accord- 
ed any other cultural group in 
Quebec.” 


McCoubrey said that accept- 
ance of this attitude would méan 
the loss of the right to be edu- 
cated in English or to be allow- 
ed to be heard in English be- 
fore the courts. 


He suggested that McGill join 
UGEQ as “a constructive attempt 
to assert our rights in UGEQ. 

“One need not agree with the 
policies of a regional assocla- 
tion in order to join it but 
should feel obliged to work for 
representation of his point of 
view, 


“By joining UGEQ I contend 
that we are not accepting 
UGEQ's policies fully but are 
indicating a desire to participate 
in decisions that might affect 
us,”” 


He added that McGill must 
reserve the right to voice dis- 


approval of some UGEQ policies 
and to opt out of some of its

equally willing to live with it ; to let it in- 
fluence their lives and their institutions. 

Only time will tell how long Pearson 
can hold out against State Department pres- 
sure to deport US objectors. And in the case 
in point on our campus the debate seems 
to start from a position of intimidation. 

The arguments start from the assump- 
tion that McGill should co-operate with the 
US Government in supplying information on 
academic standing when an individual 
student asks them to, or when their refusal 
will not be effective. Just why McGill feels 
they owe any information to a foreign gov- 
ernment is not clear, but what is clear is 
that the present stand makes individual 
faculty members a party to the Selective 
Service’s selection methods. 

It may be true that students can circum- 
vent the University by producing their own 


records, but as long as the information can 
be bad with the institution’s sanction, the 
institution is a party to the subsequent action 
taken. 


It should also be noted that the various: 


criteria used by different draft boards in 
judging their registrants is one of the best 
arguments for withholding information from 
all of them. If a student is in the lower 
part of his class, he is almost certain to 
get the nod for a 1-A, and the board will 
point to his academic record as proof of 
his eligibility. If the University withheld 
grading information they could not be con- 
sidered as related evidence in any case. 
Certainly the University feels an equal re- 
sponsibility to all its registered students, 
regardless of their rank in class. 

Of the teachers, the Columbia Spectator 
has said, “The knowledge that a low grade 
may insure’a student's induction into the 
military has weighed heavily upon profess- 
orial consciences, interfering with their hon- 
est efforts to evaluate performance. It has 
consequently imperiled the student-faculty 
relationship by adding an unnecessary ele- 
ment of tension to it.” 

This newspaper's call for a re-evaluation 
of the granting of research funds has been 


countered with cries of academic freedom 


for all. We wonder if this ideal applies to 
American students and those who teach 
them.

Content Not Form 
Dear Sir, 

I am convinced, in spite of 
the many various questions 
which are brought up in con- 
nection with McGill’s participa- 
tion in UGEQ, the actual pro- 
blem is a grave semantic con- 
fusion. We often refer to -“lan- 
guage barriers” between peoples 
of different cultural back- 
grounds, It is rarely recognized, 
however, that the true barrier 
is not the inability of under. 
standing the language of the 
other but rather the inability 
of recognising concepts similar 
to our own which, however, are 
expressed by different terms. 

I have had lengthy discus- 
sions with several people who 
have admitted that psychologi- 
cally “syndicalism” in English 
is associated with hazy busi- 
ness, the mafia, etc. 

I would like to point out in 
clear terms that the concept of 
syndicalism in French is the 
equivalent of our concept of 
unionism, no less, no more. You 
need only compare the charters 
of both unions which will ap- 
pear in Public Address to as- 
sure yourself that there is no 
basic’ ideological difference. 

The ideology of unionism —

VICTORIA (CUP) — The Uni- 
versity of Victoria's students’ 
council will soon present its 
report on student participation 
in university government to 
University President Malcolm 
Taylor. 


The council recently adopted 
the report, which documents the 
rationale behind student particip- 
ation in the senate, the board of 
governors, and faculty and se- 
nate appointed committees. 


Council president Stephen Big- 
sby said, “fundamentally, the re- 
port defines what we fee) should 
be the relationship between the 
student and the university”. 


He added that “by admitting 
students their legislative rights 
on decision making bodies for 
the university, it will be possi- 
ble for students to contribute to 
the evolution of the university.” 


- The main recommendations of 
the report include student repre- 
sentation on the board of govern- 
ors and the academic senate, for- 
mation of a special joint com- 
mittee on university government. 
The report also recommends stu- 
dent elected senate representati- 
ves with two yeur terms, 


Council expressed the hope 
that Dr. Taylor will accept the 
report and act on its suggestions 
as soon as possible.
